MINERAL MANURES. 


ThcU- Importiwico to tho long Cultlmtcd 


Soils of.tho 01<lo» StattK. 


It is n mistnkTj to spank of most soils 


that havo over ba*n fertile ns being' 'ex- 
hanstcd." "\Vhnt is ronlly trno of suoh 
soils is that tho available mineral plant 
food that they contain hns boon used up. 
What is loft is not soluble, and but lor 
tho fact that good management of tho 
soil may yot mako it useful it might as 
well not bo thoro. This can only be clone 
Tadually, setting loose a small portion 
oaoli year. In tlio meantime to produce 
largo crops moro mineral fertility of 
kinds already in tho soil must be added 
iu soluble form for immediate uso. 


All hoavy soils contain potash, yot 


potash manures may often bo used with 
groat advantage oil suoh soils for crops 
that require much potash and havo lit- 
tlo power to get it. Thoro is very great 
difference iu plants in this rospcot. 
Some nro gross feeders and can tako 
JnrRO amounts of mineral mutter from 
soil where other plants that equally 
used tho samo mineral starve nnd die. 
Clovor nnd tho grasses help to make 
mineral manures soluble in the soil, bo 
also do suoli leguminous plants ns peas 
and boaus. 
Tho question whether farmers should 


nsu tho mineral manures is ono of the 
profit or loss which such nso involves. 
In localities far removed from market 
and whore laud is of littlo value tbo 
slow method of increasing fertility by 
growing renovating crops is often tho 


—only-6iie that-caii-.bo- adopted, 
B'jt, 


whore markets aro near nnd Innd is 
valuable this slow method is moro ex- 
pensive than any other. A market £«- 
Souor uses each year moro per aero of 
manure than would buy au aero of rich 
land in less favorablojocality. 
But ho 


oan well afford to do this. 


Whether a farmer can uso much or 


littlo mineral fertilizer must depend on 
how much ho can make by it. Ho may 
uso very littlo and uso it on such orops 
that tho increased yield will not pay 
him. 
Ho may uso largo amounts aurt 


mako » proportionately largo profit. So 
loug as tlio increased crop pays its cost 
and something iu addition tho farmer 
cannot afford to do without it, nnd il 
ho bo n shrowd farmer ho will not at- 
tempt to do so. Mineral manures aro 
practical aids to soil fertility. They are 
not merely stimulants to tho crop, but 
if they aro used in connection with fro- 
miout seeding with clovor tho mineral 
fertilizer will us surely increase fertility 
as will a dressing of Ktablo manure. 
Wherever mineral fertilizers havo been 
•ipplioti year after year tho growing of 
clover is especially advantageous, as 
this plant can reach potash and phos- 
phates that would bo lost if tho land 
woro continuously cropped with grain.

In dry springs I wo«ld disk or harrow 


down ground for corn till I got a good 
seed bod if-1 were surface planting. 
Listing on fall broke stubble, if nicely 
laid over, will need no harrowing or 
disking save in tho deep furrows. Now, 
suppose wo havo planted as indicated. 
The nest thing is to cultivate. Surface 
planted corn; if tho weather is quits 
drv, Iwond harrow before tho oorn gets 
up" If much wet, I would try and har- 
row it once before it got too large. 
Then- I would give it shallow cultiva- 
tion to prevent destroying too many of 
its roots. I would cultivate it, if the 
weather would permit, as oftou as once 
in every six or eight days. Cultivation 
should bo given corn after dashing rams 
as soon as dry enough. Two harrowmp 
-nd fourcultivntings are usually enough. 
Tbo first two cultivations should bo deep- 
est before tho roots-have spread far from 
thoir base, to be out with tbo cltivator. 
Let tho balance bo shallow. Listed coru 
wo usually harrow about twioo, nud then 
use a trough and cultivators. The next 
cultivation uso tho harrow if tho trash 
will permit. It helps koop'the ground 
level and is as good as a cultivator ana 
much faster. Cultivate twice moro, nud 
your ground will bo left about on a lev- 
el, tho best possible shape to prevent 
drying out.

.Experiments Wltli Potatoes. 


In a Kansas station bulletin is given 


a record of experiments conducted throe 
consecutive years to tost tho relative 
value for sood of tubers from the first 
crop and from tho second crop. .By early 
planting of onrly varieties seed potatoes 
woro secured in July sufficiently matured 
to produce a second crop in tho same 
season. The second crop was light, the 
tubers often small, but firm and of fine 
quality. Second crop potatoes kept until 
planting time, were sound, firm nud 
nearly fveo from sprouts, while tlio or- 
dinary crop became badly sprouted and 
shriveled. In most oases second crop po- 
tatoes used as seed gave a larger yield 
than seed tubers from tho first crop, 
tho increase in 1800 and 1S91 averaging 
48K per cent. From second crop seed 
potatoes tho growth of tops was larger 
and tho blooms more abundant. Second 
crop seed, allowed to become sprouted 
nud soft before plnuting, yielded only 
14 per cent moro than ordinary seed po- 
tatoes. 
Flat culture nnd hill culture gave 


practically tho samo yield.

oltr»nt Mulo—Tic Cablowar Systom For 
tho Erie Canal- -Latest Stop Forward ot 
Electric Science.

BUFFALO, April 22.—Xotonly hero, but 


nt every lake pore and at tho two termini 
ot tho great internal fresh water way thut 
stretches from Duluth to New York, Is thoro 
groat, interest manifested as to the method 
to bo adopted by Uio Now York superin- 
tendent of publlo works In connection with 
tho proposed enlargement o£ thu Erio ca- 
nal. Within a fow days n liill has boon cn- 
nctcd l>y tho legislature ot tho state and 
lieon signed by the governor, submitting 
to the people the question of issuing state 
bonds in the sum of ?C,000,000, to bo ex- 
pended upon canal improvement!, the ulti- 
mate idea being virtually to transform tho 
Eric into a ship canal,- Many plans for ef- 
fecting thin have been proposed and dis- 
cussed, but tho ono which scorns to \vin 
most favor among the commercial bodies 
of the state is that out-lined by ex-Stato 
Engineer Horatio Seymour, which involves 
t ho "bottoming out" ot the UK ditch to 
tho additional depth ot two foot ami tho 
raising ot tho banks and existing struc- 
tures, such as bridges, two fcofc more, thns 
nikling foxu- feet depth ot water. This will 
not make tho Brie n. ship canal in tho full 
sense ot the term, but it will bo a long stop 
forward.

somewhat recent lest of electricity us a 
motive power resulted In the execution of 
a contract between the stare of New York 
mul tho Cataract General Klcctrlc (Niagara 
Power) company, which gives the electric 
company the exclusive and perpetual right 
to use electricity for camilbuat propulsion, 
and, further, In consideration of tho ex- 
ceptionally favorable terms offered l>y *bo 
I'ompany, it was granted si inilnrly expressed 
rights to storing its electric wires and con- 
ductors along all the state's canal lines for 
the purpose of furnishing electricity for 
light ir.nl poww puvpuscs'in nil cities, vil- 
la-cs and towns United upon these lines.

Along the top of this 
polo lino a steel cable l.'.j inches in cliam- 
i.ter and of great strength is strung. Kost- 
ing on the top of this cable is a 'traveler,' 
suspended from which is a car containing 
!in electric motor and accommodations for 
a motorman. Two feet lower than the ca- 
ble ill ready described will bo a second cable 
ono Inch "in diameter, which will make 
three, turns about a horizontal shaft with 
which tho electric motor will be directly 
i-onnccwd. Kvory movement of the motor 
in either direction turns the shaft, and ev- 
ery revolution of the shaft moves tho car 
nlong the lower cable, (lie traveler moving 
along the turner cable at the same time, of 
course, and acting both as u support to tho 
ear and as u 'trolley' for tho transmission 
ot the current to the motor. 
This motor, 


ot course, will be as easily operated as the 
motor of an ordinary trolley ear on a street 
railway. 
- "To this suspended cable-trolley oar may 
Iw attached u towlinc from any boat or 
raft, and in this way a single craft or a 
whole fleet may be moved along tho caiu.l 
ns rapidly as it is practicable to navigate, 
tho canal. Tliocurivntof electricity passes 
into the motor from the upper on bio undis 
discharged from the motor over the lower 
nible, and in this way a perfect metallic 
circuit, is secured. 
Very fewsi reet trolley 


lines have adopted metallic eircuits, tho 
current general ly being received from over- 
head and discharged by a ground circuit, 
thousli i" some oases the rail is utilized to 
formal complete metallic circuit. It will 
!;o seen, therefore, that tin- use of the cur- 
rent in this new device will lie of the most 
effective and economical sort."

As to tho effect of the cableway plan's 


adoption upon the boatmen, Mr. Hawley 
said that it could not but lie beneJeial. H 
will cost them less money directly to move 
(heir boats by 1 lie new than by tho old 
method. 
Besides they will gain storage 


capacity in every ease, whether their toiv- 
ago In the past Iws been by mule of steam 
power. 
Where animal towago has been 


used the spuoo now used on the boat for 
the stables, the stowing of forage and the 
drivers'quarters will in future be availa- 
ble for cargo. 
VI.T those who have used 


steam the gain in room will be quite as 
much, for engine, fuel, room and quarters 
for engineers and llrotr.cn tako up fully as 
great space on a steamboat as stables, 
etc., on a boat towed by horses or mules. 


Furthermore, once the now system Is 


adopted th" hunt man will not need to go 
to any expense in the way of equipment.

Thi'-.-J seems to bo no doubt in thu minds 


of practical men that tho new system, once 
a/loptcd, will work almost if not qnito ns 
great a revolution in general canal naviga- 
tion as tho introduction of the trolley has 
wrought in the street railway world.

may bo the mo.=5 potent factor in the re- 
vival of canal transportation and tho dig- 
gin" of new watorwuys that wo aro told is 
surely coming.

A MILLION. 


5Ir. Antor, nil Wife and His Mother All 


Uml » Hand In the UulUliiifr—Tho Great 
Structure Described For the First Time. 
The nomo of a Crcesus. 


[ Special Corrrepoiwler.ce.) 


"Xnw YoiiK, April 22.—When younpMr, 


ami Mr». John-fi'cob Amor niuirn from 
this year's Newport season, t.hey will drive 
from the railroad station direct to their 
ucw homo on upper Fifth avenue—a hnme 
which will have costSl,000,000, and which 
will probablv be one of the most artistic 
dwellings in Now York. And t-hedny they 
step foiit into their p.ilace for t-hu first 
t.imo us a homo i-hey will llnd it as com- 
pletely established and as well ordered in 
if they had been living there for years and 
years." There will be no odor of new paint,, 
uo unfurnished or hnlf completed rooms, 
no awkwardness on the part of thu serv- 
ants, no hitch of any sort in that groat 
housoto indicate that it is brand new, and 
.that tho finishing touches within wore 
completed only a few days before. This i; 
part of the luxury of having ono uf the 
largest, private fori lines in the world. 


When Mr, Astor first bade his architect 


build him a town house, he stipulated 
$600,000 ns tho maximum cost. But after 
tho outer walls wove tip and the process ol 
interior decoration began the architect, 
with tlio usual gracious condescension ol 
his kind, notified Mr. Astor that more 
money would bo needed, for young Astoi 
hud said, "Make it i he plainest house in 
town," and-it so happens that the plainest 
is often the best, and the best costs the 
moss money. So another $100,000 wa-

if the ballroom is winning in generosity of 
spuce it is by no means lacking in beauty. 
Tho prevailing genius in the decoration of 
this room, iw in other parts of the house, 
was Mr. Carl Bitter, whose eight carya- 
tides of heroic size stand upon tho coraico 
20 feet from tlio floor, supporting the 
massive and beautiful rotunda.

Tiresome Controversial fiction. 


A novel is nothing more or less than a 


sum-. 
At first sight tills may appear to 


lower the dignity of fiction. 
Bnt di.es ir,!- 


Is it 11 small thing io portray human be- 
ings, to describe, r.Iicir loves, their joys, 
their sins, their sufferings, their triumphs 
—all their experiences from thu cradlo to 
tiio grave? The man or woman who can 
do this thoroughly is a great novelist. Tho 
moro controversialist, who. borrowing tlio 
form of fiction, gives us a scries of discus- 
sions instead of a story, is not a novelist at 
all. Byron has called Fielding "t.ho proso 
Homer of human nature." And what is 
Fielding? Only a story toller, but all the 
same, in spite of the flippant criticisms of 
Sarah Grand's F.vadne. lie still remains 
our greatest writer of fiction. Balzac, the 
groat French novelist, whom M. Zola, 
perhaps wrongly, claims - as a naturalist, 
was above all and beyond all si story t-olier. 


The philosophy of LaComedio ninnniuo 


is never obtruded on the reader. Let our 
novelists lake tho lesson ui heart. Let 
them learn how to toll a story perfectly. 
One F.nglish writer of fiction of our time, 
whose recent, death cro his powers had 
reached their full maturity must bo sin- 
cerely regretted, could certainly spin a 
good yarn, but his books aro ail lopsided. 
ilv. Stcvcnsou understood what narrative 
meant., but ho apparently forgot, that wom- 
en constitute at least half tho human rnco. 
Tho result Is that even his' best efforts arc 
Kilos for men and boys, not- novels. 


Let us hopo that controversial fiction 


will soon disappear. It is aboro and a tyr- 
anny. Sucli books should bo relegated to 
thu region of tracts. Lot it be remembered 
Unit t-ho novelist's function is simply this 
—to writo 11 natural story of human life, 
Thoro is ouly ouo living English novelist 
who never forgets his true vocation — Mr. 
Thomas Hardy.
